In connection with the 
Hoover plan, the fascist head of the German government promises “to 
cooperate politically . . . to the pacification of Europe” by the use of 
fire and sword against the German workers, and to enter the ooalition 
of imperialist nations “to aid in the construction of a bulwark of peace 
and order in Europe”’—that is, for military intervention t> ¢>~roy the 
Uniorf of Socialist Soviet Republics. It is not an accident that Congres- 
man James M. Beck speaks of the Hoover war-debt holiday as accom- 
panied by an agreement of the capitalist powers to place an embargo 
against trade with the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics.
